ſprings and burning mountains, and with damps, miner 
coruſcations, earthquakes, hot and ſuffocating exhalations, 
hurricanes, and ſpouts, we may learn that ſulphureoy 
ſteams abound in the bowels of the earth, and fermen; 
with minerals; and ſometimes take fire with a ſudden co- 
raſcation and exploſion ; and if pent up in the ſubterraneay 
caverns, burſt theſe caverns with a great ſhaking of the 
earth as in the ſpringing of a mine And then the vapor 
generated by the exploſion, expiring through the pores of 
the earth, ſeels hot and ſuffocates, and makes tempeſt and 
hurricanes, and ſometimes cauſes the land to flide, and the 
ſea to boil, and carries up the water thereof in Crops, 
which by their weight fall down again in ſpouts. Al 
ſome ſulphureous ſteams, at all times when the earth is dry, 
aſcending into the air ferment there with nitrous acide, and 
© ſometimes taking fire, cauſe lightning and thunder, and 
* bery meteors.* 

In.order to underfiand the nature of earthquakes, let it be 
Premiſed, that the globe of the earth every where abound 
with huge ſubterraneous caverns, burrows, and cavitie, 
which branching out into veins, canals, &c. like the ſeveral 
veſſels of an animal body, paſs under the very bottom of tie 
ſca. Some of the theſe convey water, whence are forme 
gulphs, aby ſſes, ſprings, rivulets, Sc. others are full of ex 
halitions and unctuous ſubſtances ; and other 1gneous an 
iuflammable matter. Hence, the waters upon the earth's fu 
face may be ſuppoſed to communicate with the innermoll, e 
5 deepeſt abyſs, by means of theſe channels, as may allo th 
air within the bowels of the earth be ſuppoſed to conmuni 
cate with the atmoſphere or external air; whereby ſubter 
neous hires, being kindled by ſuch accidents as ſhall hereafic 
be explained, are evived, or kept alive under ground. 

That the earth abounds with ſuch cavities is every ve 
allowed; and that theſe ſubterraneous cavities are at certa 
times, and at certain ſeaſons full of inflammab'e enn 
damps found in mines ſufficiently evince, which ay 
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produce all the phznomena of an earthquake, thoꝰ in a leſſee 


degree. The truth of this aſſertion may be ſeen in No. 136. 
of the Philoſophical Tranſactions which was communicated 
o the Royal-Society by Mr Roger Mo/lyn, but too long to 
inſert hete. | 

That ſuch a diſpoſition ſhould take place in the internal 
parts of the globe ſeems neceſſary for the ſubſiſtance of a ſub: 
terragean fire, and the formation and conflant ſupply of 
gaphs, abyſſes, ſprings, rivers, rivulets, &c. That a ſub- 
terranean fire exiſts is argued from the phænomena of volcano's 
which are no more. than the ſpiracles or air holes, whereby ic 
communicates with the external air, and receives thoſe ſup- 
plies of it neceſſary for it's ſupport: by theſe the neceſſary 
magazines of fire in a due ſtate, and by theſe they diſcharge 
the (moak and ſoulneſſes, with which they would otherwiſe 
be choaked up and extinguiſhed. Does not the great river 
Valga pour. ſuch a quantity of water into the Caſpian Sea, in 
the ſpace of one year, that were there not ſome inviſible 
outlet, it would be ſufficient to cover a great part of the globe 
of the earth? this outlet, Kircher obſerves, muſt be ſome 
alt and internal caverh that paſſes under mount Caucaſus in- 
to the Euxine Sea, whereby the waters of one ſea diſburthen 
ud diſcharge themſelves into the other; and the whole 
kingdoms of Georgia and Megrelia,” under which they run, 
are no more than as it were a bridge to thoſe ſubterranean 
waters: the ſame might be proved to be the caſe of the Per- 
fan galph, which is as it were a reſervoir, and fills the 5 4

ou; heat is carried irrough all parts of the world, ſo no place 
can /promije itieif — immunity from earthquakes. Ard the 
more Caverno! any land is, the more obnoxious it mult be 
to that dreadful phænomenon: this was ſo obvious to the 
reaſon of Seneca, that he declared, that there are ſich huge 
dens, immenſe receives, and large ſpaces : and that the moun- 
tains ſtand upon an uch of rocks, whoſe gapings and d1o«en 
hollows have often been the graves to receive and bury Whole 
cities. 

From this internal conſtitution of the earth, naturaliſts are 
divided with regard to the canſes of earthquakes. Some 
aſcribe them to the eartn atſelf, others to water, others to 
fire, and others to air; and all of them in the opinion of 
Chautinus, With great reuſon. 

Dr Lifter, in No. 157, of the Philoſophical T'ranſaQtions 
gives it as his opinion, that the material cauſe of thunder, 
lighinivg, and earthquakes is one and the ſame, wiz. the 1n- 
flammable breath of the pyrites, which is a ſubſtantia) ſul- 
phur, and will take fire of itſelf. The difference between 
theſe three terrible phænomena's he takes only to con ſiſt in 
this, that this ſulphur in the former, is fired in the air, and 
in the latter under ground. | 
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The ingenious Theoriſt M. de Buffon, diſtinguiſhes two 
farts of earthquakes, the one cauled by the action of ſubter- 
raneous fires, the other by the exploſion of volcano's, which 
ae fel: only at {malt diilances, and at the times that the vol- 
cano's are agitated, or before they a, 7 to break out. 

The learned Dr Vd, in his Eſſay towards a natural 
Hiſtory of the Earth, gives the following theory of earth- 
quakes. He ſuppoſes that the ſubterranean beat or fire, 
which is continually elevating the water out of the abyl*,' tp 
furnih the earth with rain, dew, ſprings, and rivers, being 
lopped on any part of the earth, and ſo diverted from it's 
0:4 nary courſe, by ſome accidental glut or obſtruction in the 
pore: or paſſages through which it uſed to aſcend to the ſur- 
face, becomes by ſuch means preternaturally aſſembled in a 
greater quantity than uſual into one place, and the / efore cau- 
eta a great rarefaction and intumeſcence of the water of the 
abyſs, putting it into great com motions and diſorders, and at 
the lame time making the like effort on the earth, which be- 
ing expanded upon the face of the abyſs, occaſions the agita- 
tions and concuſſions which we call an earthquake. For want 
of coom I muſt leave the reſt for another opportunity, and 
only give a ſhort account of the Liſbon earthquake which hap- 
pened on Now. iſt, 1755, and the moſt extraordinary of any 
recorded in hiſtory. No other account can equal the fatal 
elects of this concuſſion : the ſliocks having extended, by the 
accounts we have already received from north to fouth ap- 
wares of 2500 miles wich the utmoſt violence, and their effects 
upon the waters of the ocean, ſeas, rivers, and lakes, by 
tirowing them into great agitation, having extended around 
more than 5009 miles. This earthquake ſeems to have be- 
pin in Greenland, where we are told, there was a violent 
lock felt the beginning of November; thence it extended 
futhward, in almoſt a direct line, the eaſtern limits whereof 
vere nearly at the diſtance of five degrees from the meridian 
of London, (though indeed it was perceived at Port/mouth') 
and paſling in that direction under the northern ocean, the 
lands of Trinity, Ferro, c. ſome of the weltern iſles of 
Set/and, under Ireland, the 1rijh Sea, ſouth weſt part of 
Erland, &c. it continued it's progreſs under the ocean, the 
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Engliſh channel, Qc. to the bay of Biſcay, &c. and ſhool; al 
Soho hy and great part of Spi whence it paſſed under 
the fea to the continent of Africa, where with incredible 
violence, it paſſed on in the ſame direction throogh the king. 
dom of Fez, Morocco, &c. till probably it vented itſelf in 
the ſouthern ocean. 5 


That ſuch was the direction of this earthquake appears | 


from the circumſtance of time, wherein the ſame ſhock was 
felt in all the countries through which it paſſed. Since this 
rue earthquake of the iſt of November, ſeveral violent 

ocks have at different times been felt in different parts 6f 
Europe, particularly in Great. Britain, France, Lal, Suit. 
zerland, Germany, &c. beſides Spain, Portugal, as alfo in 
divers part of Africa, and America : one half of the iſlund 
of Madeira ha been deſtroyed, and the Azores, or ſcven 
weſtern iſlands, it is thought are intirely ſwallowed up, as 
they have been in vain ſought for by many ſhips,
